Bestower. Unostentatious, retiring, fullof sympathy 
for allin need and distress, the record of his boun- 
tiful goodness to all who sought help from him, 
either by direct application or by the plea of their 
apparent necessity alone, is registered in grateful 
memories upon thankful hearts, and in the great 
Book on High, rather than in the journals of the 
world; for he sought to give in the sight of God and 
not of men. 

Though building and completing St. Martin-in- 
the-Fields, with its Parish Building and Rectory, at 
Wissahickon Heights, his interest in St. Peter’s 
Church never failed. He continued to act as Rector’s 
Warden, attending regularly upon the services of the 
Church, and being active in its interests. 

The whole community realizes that a great bene- 
factor has gone to his well-earned rest; and we, his 
coadjutors, in our loss and bereavement, can only 
look for counsel and help unto Him who gave and 
has now taken away. Severe as the blow is to us, 
we do not forget the bitterness of sorrow entailed 
upon those of his own household. | 

For them we ask the grace of God’s Holy Spirit, 
to bind up the broken hearts, and to comfort them 
in this time of sorrow and tears with the peace 
which Christ alone can give.

Dwelling perpetually in 
God's sunlight,with manifest tokens ot His goodness 
and mercy to them in plain sight, they seem to want 
to dwell persistently upon their troubles, their losses, 
their unfortunate circumstances, untilabout the only 
conviction they hold with any vitality, any tenacity 
(and, of course, a wrong one), is that God's hand 
presses heavily upon them. ‘To such we would say, 
“ Look up, even if there be a cloud over you, and see 
the silver lining.” Yes, you do seem to be unfortunate. 
There are many things that you want that pass you 
by and stop just outside your neighbor's door. Well, 
what of it? Be glad of it, Rejoice with him—that 
will be worth something to you—and then count your 
own mercies. True, you have much to make you 
sad, I know it, but then you have enough to make 
you glad, if you will only lift up vour head and look.

‘the Church as strictly fast days. They are Ash Wed- 


nesday and Good Friday—the beginning and closing 
of the holy season in which they occur. The latter 
of those days will appeal to our devout consideration 
in Holy Week Can any have a just conception of 
the awfully solemn commemoration, and not fast for 
the one day—Good Friday? 

Were our dearest friend passing from earth to 
paradise, and we watching the gradual extinguish- 
ment of the vital flame, would we have much thought 
for food, or for any human pleasure? There would 
be tears, and the throb of anguish would strike the 
heart, and it would be to us a day of deepest grief. 
Christian faith and Christian hope would indeed sus- 
tain us, but the hours would pass in solemn reveren- 
tialsorrow. The dearest friend we have ever known, 
who has done for us what no other friend could do— 
dies, in holy commemoration on this sacred day of 
solemn fast. Not amid the comforts of home andthe 
sweet ministrations of loving hearts, but upon the 
cross of suffering, amid the scoffs and revilings of 
the merciless rabble, Jesus Christ dies—and why? 
Because you and I must perish, if the atonement be 
not made, if His body be not broken, His blood be 
not shed forus.

Let me urge you to make Good Friday a special 
fast day, as far as duty to yourself willadmit Jesus 
would not drink the palliating potion, which would 
soothe His agony, that He might drink to its dregs 
the cup of conscious suffering for us; and can we not 
exercise especial self-denial, one day, for Him? Why 
not spend the day, if possible, in meditation, and in 
the church, reflecting upon His cross and passion ?

Why, the market has enough to meet 
every legitimate need. Would it not be wiser to 
read these or similar books, working mieanwhile 
constantly for Him who has called us out of darkness 
into light. Amiel says somewhere, “Christianity 
is above all religions. It isa life,a communion with 
God, a certain and deep enthusiasm, a love which 
radiates, a force which acts, a happiness which over- 


THE RECTOR’S PAROCHIAL FUND. 


This fund has greatly furthered your Rector’s 
work. He anticipates the continuance of the help 
afforded in the past by his kind friends and addi- 
tional assistance from others who have not before 
responded to his appeal. Should any fail to receive 
circulars, they can obtain needed information by 
applying to him. 

To secure the Piano for the Parish House, we 
borrowed $119, and have thus far received five 
dollars towards its return. Who will assist us in 
liquidating the balance of our obligation? 

Sunday and Monday, October 21st and 22d, have 
been recommended by the Bishops and Clergy of 
the English and American Church as days of Inter- 
cession for Sunday-Schools. The Teachers and 
Communing members of the school are invited to 
attend the 7.30 celebration, Sunday morning, the 21st.

Association and the Red Cross Society, the twelve 
dollars given to the Rector for the sufferers in 
Bishop Kinsolving’s Diocese, Texas, have been for- 
warded directly to him. Other offerings will be 
gladly transmitted. 

He writes. ‘t Now we see only the ruin and deso- 
lation of it all, but in God's strength we will turn to 
the future and face it bravely in love and trust and 
faith.” 

“Ten of my churches are wholly destroyed, others 
are injured and our losses are incalculable.” Shall 
we not do our part in lightening his burden? 

The offering on the 21st will be for Diocesan 
Missions. We are expected to contribute $230. You 
will remember that this is for mission work in our 
Diocese. Each convocation, and there are eight 
(ours being the Germantown Convocation), is ex- 
pected to contribute its quota. The work is im- 
portant and must be sustained.

In view of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew Conven- 
tion, to be held in Philadelphia, September 29th to 
October 2d, a united meeting of the Junior and 
Senior Chapters of our parish is suggested for Mon- 
day night, September 26th, at 8 o’clock.

A speaker once said that if every churchwoman 
would give the price of one pair of gloves a year 
for missions the total would be ample for all needs. 
Who will be first to send to the clergy something 
towards one or both of these imperative and imme- 
diate demands upon one’s sympathy : 

Dr. Duhring pleads for $5000 by September 1st for 
his work in the City Mission. He has been calling 
on the sick and miserable and those in deep distress, 
or they have come to him, and he has fed the hungry 
and clothed the naked beyond his resources, Some- 
how, milk for babies, groceries and buckets of coal 
and other necessaries of life cost money. 

Then, too, Miss Woods, our nurse at Circle City, 
Alaska, went to battle with the epidemic of diph- 
theria at Fort Yukon, taking with her whatever 
could be spared in the way of medicines and other 
supplies, making a journey of a hundred miles in a 
canoe, because there was dire need. Almost alone 
she has worked, isolating the well, ministering to 
the sick and preparing the dead for burial. 


Boston will entertain the General Convention, Oc- 
tober 5th to 25th, consisting of the Bishops and Cleri- 
cal and Lay Delegates from all parts of America and 
from other countries, members or guests of the Con- 
vention. Tickets of admission to the principal ser- 
vices are at a premium, and overflow mectings are 
contemplated in the endeavor to provide for all in- 
tending to be present at this important gathering. 


The Minister of every Parish shall often admonish i 
the People that they defer not the baptism of their | 
children, unless upon a great and reasonable cause. | 
And also he shall warn them, that without like and 
great cause and necessity, they procure not their 
children to be baptized at home. But when need 
shall compel them so to do, then Baptism shall be 
administered as followeth. And let them not doubt 
that the Child so baptized is lawfully and sufficiently 
baptized and ought not to be baptized again. Yet 
nevertheless, if the Child, which is after this sort 
baptized, do afterwards live, it is expedient that it be 
brought into the Church, to the intent that the con- 
gregation may be certified of the true form of Bap- 
tism privately used ; in which case, all standing, he 
shall say thus: I certify you, that according to the 
due and prescribed order of the Church, at sucha 
time and in such a place, before divers witnesses, I Í 
baptized this Child; who is now by Baptism incor- 
porated into the Christian Church: for our Lord 
Jesus Christ doth not deny his grace and mercy unto 
such Infants, but most lovingly doth call them unto 
him, as the holy Gospel doth witness to our com- 
fort. There shall be for every Male child to be 
baptized, when they can be had, two Godfathers and 
one Godmother; and for every Female, one God- 
father and two Godmothers; and Parents shall be 
admitted as Sponsors, if it be desired.—Prayer-Book.

It is compatible with love; nay, the 
more love we have for God, the more love we have 
for any of our fellow human beings, the more it in- 
spires us with the true sense of fear. For exaniple, 
the young man who resists a temptation not because 
he is afraid of being found out, but because he rev- 
erences the hopes, the desires, the prayers of his 
distant mother, actsin fear of his mother; and that 
fear of father or mother or friend is the best analogy 
to the fear of God. Let me put it to you in words of 
characteristic point and simplicity which Lord 
Roberts recently addressed to the members of our 
Church Lads Brigade: "You will find it very help- 
ful in your struggle if you can bring home to your- 
selves the absolute truth of two great sayings —‘Thou 
God seest me’ and ‘Godis love.’ If you can realize 
that in all times and in all places you are ever in the 
sight of God, who loves you, it will help you to fight 
against doing before Him what you would be 
ashamed to do in the sight of those you love on 
earth.” Simple words, but they give the essence of 
thefearof God. To reverence God is to live in the con- 
viction that at every moment we are in immediate 
personal contact with an all-holy and all-loving per- 
sonality.— The Bp. of Stepney.

Why did they pour gold atthe Saviour’s feet? In 
proclamation of the Kingship of the Holy Child 
Jesus, the Saviour of the world, the Lord of thes 
universe, whose kingdom is set up upon the earth, 
whose citizens are we. 

Now, in the affairs of the world, it is a recognized 
and fundamental fact that the support of the govern- 
ment and the cost of expansion must be met, cost 
what it may. To this eud every citizen is taxed and 
must pay his tax. The claim of the nation upon the 
individual comes first. His property, his time, his 
life belongs to the nation. Hence the country ex- 
pects every man to do his duty. A few evade and 
skulk. The vast majority “ring true,” every time. 

But in the affairs of heaven there are no taxes, 
there is no compulsion, and in consequence the 
King is deprived of His own, the expansion of the 
kingdom crippled, and the question asked “Why is 
it the church is always in need of money’? For the 
simple reason that the claims of the government are 
ignored or feebly met by the majority of the citizens. 
For the expansion of the kingdom the “ faithful’ in 
this parish have done their duty in large measure. 
But the imperative obligations of parish support have 
been allowed to remain unpaid because of reasons 
given above. Our representatives comprising the 
vestry report obligations to the amount of $3500, 
and Easter Day is the appointed day to give unto 
the Lord and to meet our common obligation in this 
particular. The Lord expects everyone to do his 
duty. A

Let 
them understand that something higher than your 
taste or preference makes these things sacred and 
binding, and constrains you to imbue them with 
your spirit. And that they may do this the more 
effectually, give them, I entreat you, that mightiest 
teaching, which consists in your own consistent and 
devout exam ple.—BisHor H. C. POTTER.

Every Christian ought to belong to Church, to have 
a church home to which he belongs and with which 
he is thoroughly identified.

dom”; opening their understandings “that they 
might understand the Scriptures”; explaining the 
“whither”, the “why”, the “little while’? and 
other perplexities of the days before the Crucifixion. 
“Hence, when at His Ascension He said “make 
learners or disciples of all nations, teaching them to 
observe ALL things whatsoever I have commanded 
you”. He included, of course, the instruction of 
the Great Forty Days. And when He ascended up 
on high He sent the Holy Spirit, according to his 
promise, to “bring to your remembrance what- 
soever I have said unto you”. Therefore from the 
Great Forty Days originated, among other things, 
all the doctrines of the Apostolic Church, and also the 
Lord’s day, Infant Baptism, Confirmation, the 
Weekly Eucharist, the Threefold Ministry, the 
Christian Festivals, and whatever else appears of 
doctrine or practice on the pages of the New 
Testament, corroborated by the history of the early 
Church as given by secular writers. We may well 
thank our Blessed Lord for His condescension in 
tarrying so long after His Victorious Resurrection, 
that He might establish and well order His Church 
before leaving it in human hands. He loved His 
Church and gave Himself for it even unto the end.

WHAT IS CONFIRMATION ? 


Something infinitely more than the Episcopal way 
of joining Church. Rather is it, as the Epistle to the 
Hebrews states, Chapter 6, Verses 1, 2,one of the 
fundamentals of the doctrine of Christ. The “laying 
on of hands” in blessing is for every child of God, 
young or old,coming forward to receive that heavenly 
blessing from on high. It cannot be too strongly 
emphasized, writes Bishop Coxe, that the Church 
believes and teaches that the Divine Head of the 
Church and not the human minister isthe admin- 
istrant and celebrant in every holy function ; that He 
Baptizes and Confirms and offers in the Eucharist. 
The human officiant is just exactly and only what 
his title implies,a MINISTER. Hence these outward 
ceremonies are not simply forms because the Lord is 
present in them to bestow a blessing which is real 
and not illusory : all the more real because spiritual 
and not corporeal. Therefore, inasmuch as “We 
put not our trust in anything that we do,” come the 
versicles ‘‘ Lord hear our prayer,” and the beautiful 
prayers which precede and follow the act of Con- 
firmation.
